gear shop by the Riulto bridge in 
Venice. Naw we consider ourselves 
equipped — especially as we have 
added some foldable rubber mat- 


tresses for the tent floor, 

As experienced campers, we con- 
sidered ourselves ready, [481 season, 
tora holiday which consisted ulmost 
entirely of continuous travel and 
vumping on and olf the beuten 
track, mainly in southern Italy. 

Camping is a well-estublished 
form of holiday arrungement jor 
hundreds of thousunds of peuple in 
laly as elsewhere in Lurope, This is 
partly due lo budgetary reasons but 
for many, it also hus the added at- 
Uactivn of offering a difterent way 
of lite, away from the cuncrete 
blocks and stilling heat of the cities 
in summer, 

People greet euch other in camp- 
ing sites a3 they have forgotten how 
to do in the ilies. Children wander 
#round Inecly wway trom streets and 
fratlic. ft's perhaps the next bert 
thing lo having your own seuside or 
countryside villa, (Our kids, aged 
eight aad 1, have enjoyed camping 
since they were very smitll.) 

Most ftahan camping sites are 
well-equipped to supply the needs 
ot their clients, who stay [rum a 
Period of a weekend to a whole 
Month or more in ane place. The 
average Italian family comes with 
enough gear to furnish a smuil 
house: their tents are so Spacwus 
that they look [tke small cloth villas. 
But there is no reason why a tamily 

should nat have a Pertectly satisiac- 
tory camping holiday with a small 
tent und light-weight auxiliary 
equipment. This will allow you to do 
all the souvenir Shopping you desire 
— and many Italian goods are 
desireable — without relurning 
home overweight. 

ltalian camping sites nearly all 
have an adequate or even gourmet 

restaurant with ἃ la carte menus at 
feasonable prices, in addition tothe 
usual coflee bar. The Testaurants, 
like the camping stiles themselves, 
are usually pleasant places 
overlooking picturesque woods or 
seascapes. 

It you want to de your own cook- 
ing. it 1S useful to know that all sites 
have shops ranging trom mini- 
markets to full-sized supermarkets. 
In our experience prices here were 
τῆς same, it not cheuper, than those 


ut regular shops and supermarkets 
In Lown. 


ONE OF the most important of 
Itatinn institutions, however, ts nul 
ulways to be tound on (he camping 
site, rather in the towns and villages. 
This is the tavofa caida — literally 
“hot tuble” or “warm food" — es- 
tablishments, the take-away 
restaurants where many lalian 
families buy their midday meals and 
someclimes their supper as well. In 
these lempting places, you con find 
a variety of cooked dishes, from 
pasta and meuls to vegetables und 
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OUR FAMILY took u little ume to

The Italian fira is one of the lew 
currencies which regularly devalues 
against the dollar, if not at quite the 
same verliginous rate as the shekel, 
Your converted shekels will still 
definitely go a long way in italy.

spend my entire holiday there 
painting the landscapes and lotus- 
eating on the beach, the resi of my 
tamily thinks otherwise, Owing to 
inevitable inter-family negotiations, 
and all the innumerable attractions 
OF Italy, we finally reach a com- 
promise itinerary. This time it was 
to be at least Sperlonga — the bit 
Ulysses is reputed to have been 
keen on — plus off-the-beaten- 
track parts of the mountainous in- 
terior that none of us had visited, 
and that very lew people get to: the 
Abruzzo. More complex, and, by 
now acrimonious negotiations led to 
8 satisfactory territorial exchange. 1 


was to get nn exira (wo days al 
Sperlonga, and they were going to 
get a drive round to Sorento penin- 
sula with a visit to Capri. 

Regarding the first slop on our 
journey there was nv choice, and 
hence no argument. [t was, of 
course, Rome and we all wanted lo 
see things we had missed on 
previous visits, and look again at 
things we liked before. Fortunutely, 
Avis, from whom we had rented a 
car, had none lett in the small 
eategory, Fiat 127, which we had 
booked, So we very happly accepted 
the alternative, a spacious Ford 
Opel. (May you be so lucky!) 

We had decided we would sleep 
over at the Flaminio camp site, 8 
kilometres from the centre of Rome 
along the ancient Via Flaminia. 

Like all the best holidays, this one 
got off on the wrong foot, or rather, 
lrack, We got lost, and us a result 
found ourselves on an unscheduled 
tour of Rome by night, with its 
Roman temple, Renaissance 
palaces, and Baroque churches, and 
fountains as beautiful as ever in the 
well-placed floodlights. 


IT WAS 2.00 a.m. when we finally 
found our long-sought oasis of 
secluded rural tranquillity — the 
Flaminio camping. 11 is, in fact, only 
8 few minules drive trom Rome, 
and there is also a frequent bus ser- 
vice into the city centre for those 
without cars. Despite the late hour, 
We were warmly welcomed and 
directed to an uninhabited slope in 
this large and populur site. 
Flaminio is lo be recommended 
as a real pied-a-terre from which to 
see Rome. Cool and fresh even un 
an August evening and well away 
from tralfie noise, it is a haven lor 
the hot and loot-sore sightseer 
returning [Irom the compulsive 
culture-binge that is Rome. 
Flaminio even has a small swim- 
ming pool. The tojlets and showers 
are adequate in number at must 
hours of the day, and are kept clean, 
August is a good time to see 
Rome, because it is almost enlirely 
empty of Romans. Even the pick- 
pockets and muggers seem In he on 
vacation. On the other hand, one 
soon realizes why they have att [led 
— the humid heat is almost un- 
bearable. For families travelling 
with children, the best places tu see 
are the ones where one van cuvl 
down, such as the Magnificent 1 revi 
Fountain (of “Three Coins in u 
Fountain” fame), with its ex- 
tavagant statuary billowing out 
among the torrents of clear wuter, 
Parents can sil and louk while 
children wade in the pool. 


FROM ROME and alt its glories, it 
is an easy drive to Tivoli, some 30 
kilometres to the east, along the 
autostrada. Tivoli is another one of 
these cool refreshing places, that is 
definitely worth going out of one’s 
way to see, Despite the state of dis- 
repair of some of the fountains und 
slatuary, the watergardens of the 
Villa D'Este are δι] an amazing 
spectacle. Created by Pirro Ligorio 
for the pleasure of Cardinal Ippolito 
@'Este, the son of Lucrezia Borgia, 
the fantastic waterfalls, cascades, 
and jets of water fill the steep gar- 
dens with wonderfully fresh air. 

Near Tivoli is also the ruined villa 
of Hadrian, perpetrator of Aelia 
Capitolina. From here we joined the 
Autostrada de! Sole on its Rome- 
Naples section, en route to 
Sperlonga, in Latina. There is an 
alternative route along the Via 
Aurela to Terracina, and then 
along the coast, but either way takes 
about two hours from Rome, 

A positive feature of the italian 
autostradas are the roadside 
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restaurants. Some of these, are buit 
not so much by the road ag over j 
or dramatically spanning jz, 
fre und prices vary, and 

they ure owned by Nation-wide 
chains, the food in my mind gets 
better as one goes north, 

Leaving the aulostrada at 
Ceprano, we meandered in a 
leisurely way down through almog 
Alpine-mountain scenery to the 
coast, arriving in the evening. 

We settled for the night at Le 
Dune, a large new Cumpsite off the 
Via Flacca between Terracing and 
Sperlunga. The site had closed for 
the evening, bul with typical Itatian 
good-will, the manuger opened the 
kate and let the stranded tourists in. 
Le Dune is a well-equipped, flat site 
with individual shudes tor tents or 
caravans, numerous and clean 
toilets and showers. 

Le Dune is adjacent to a long 
sundy beach, und is sheltered trom 
sea breezes by high sund dunes, { 
has αὶ snack-bur and even an out. 
dvor disco, set well away trom the 
tents, with a juke box. Most of the 
families staying there didn't need 
outside entertainment: they hed 
brought televisions with them! They 
had also, literally, brought 
everything including the kitchens 
sink, The litest fashion seemed to 
be a matching kitchen tent, which 
stood, fully equipped, next to cach 
villa-tent. 

We soon tired of Le Dune and 
moved south to a smiller establish- 
ment on the Arenauta beach, ὁ 
kilometres south of Sperlonga.

CAPRI was more impressive than | 
thought il would be. This was pos- 
sibly because there were very few 
day-trippers about because of the 
ferry strike. After a good and inex- 
pensive meal in the harbour, we set 
out for the Blue Grotto. This in- 
volves two I¢es, one for the motor 
beat which takes you to the 
entrance to the grotto, and another 
for the row-boat to which you

Returning to the harbour, we 
took the luniculas up tothe town, to 
the delight of the children. The 
views of vineyards, live trees and 
steep drops ta the blue sea were all 
the literature promises.

We appreciated the quiel, the 
crisp mountain air and the unspoilt 
scencry. It was dillicult lo believe 
thal we were still far south, almost 
on the sane latilude as Naples.

Palm Springs 
is plushy. And Las Vegas is money. 

These were the impressions 
evoked both before and alter a 
whirlwind, six-day visit to what the 
tourism promoters for these three 
communities unitedly call “the Sun 
Corner of the USA.” 

These three cilies are tourist 
oriented and although they alreudy 
profit from millions of visitors each 
yeur, there is always room for more. 
One target is Israelis, same 125,000 
of which each year vecation in the 
U.S. The “matchmakers™ were 
seven [scueli journalists and an El Al 
represcntulive who were invited 
recently to learn first-hand and then 
write about what San Diego, Paim 
Springs and Las Vegas have to offer, 

First stop: San Diego, the 
southernmost city in California and 
now the state's second largest city 
with a population of over 875,000. 

There was barely time to check 
into the Sheraton Harbor Istund 
Hotel before our party was whisked 
off to browse at some of the 70 
speciality stores comprising Seaport 
Village — the city’s newest attrac- 
tion. [t was here, tou, that we had 
our first taste of Mexican-style food 
(after all, Tijunnu is just 25 minutes 
awuy) at restaurant appruprintely 
named The Mexican Restaurant. 

San Diego's average annual 
temperuture of 2! degrees Cen- 
figrade (70° Fahzenheit), and its 
location wrapped around a 27- 
kilometre bay make it an ideal place 
to visit any time of the year. 

Hut the big drawing card for 
which the city is known world-wide 
— and justly so — is the zoo, and 
that's where we headed the next 
morning. One doesn't have to be a 
child, or be with one, to marvel at 
this outdoor display of some 4,000 
animals living in open-mvated, 
nuturalehabitat enclosures, 
Everyone loves a zoo, and the San 
Diego Zoo draws three million 
visitors anaually. 

When your time is limited, the 
best way to see a representative 
sampling of the animals is by taking 
the 40-midute bus tour that covers 
the 100-acre site. There is also a 
Skyfari aerial tram for a totnily dif- 
ferent perspective. 

The bus driver-guide begins his 
running commentary by explaining 
why the pink flamingos at their 
lagoon just inside the zoo's entrance 
are standing on one leg — if they 
weren't, they'd fall down — and 
then the passengers are off to first- 
fame introductions to the whole 
gang, the ever-popular polar bears, 
lions, tigers, elephants and gitalfes, 

Our hosts evidently assumed that 
the zoo would be enough animals 
for us, and so Sea World and the 
Wild Animal Park were not on our 
itinerary. But these three attrac 
tions bring to mind one important 
point: San Diego is where you take 
tie kids. Leaving them at home 
would be criminal. 

San Diego is sometimes syn- 
onymous with the U.S. Navy. Today 
the city is home for the largest navy 
complex in the world; home port for 
(18 ships and more than 100,000 
uniformed personnel, 

The tourist who relaxes on a two- 
hour boat ride into the Bay, as we 
did ahourd the yacht Karen E, 
contes within camera range of air- 
craft carriers, utomic subs, cruisers, 
destroyers and smaller ships. 

Sqyucezed into our agenda wus o 
stop at the Cubrillo National Monu- 
ment which honours the Portuguese 
explorer who first claimed the area 
which is aow the West Const, for 
Spain in 1542. 

At Balbou Pork, we arrived 
before the opening of the many 
museums and cullural centres con- 
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centraled there, so we chose to 
stroll leisurely through the lush 
greenery and Spanish/Moorish-style 
structures. We were surprised to see 
two women walking around in 
Elizabethan ‘era dress, Questioning 
revealed that their attire was a 
promotional stunt for the Park's 
Shakespeare Old Globe Theatre. 

One must not overlook the fact 
that San Diego is a sports-minded 
area, home to the Padres (baseball), 
the Chargers (football), the Sockers 
(soccer) and the Clippers (basket- 
ball). And if thoroughbred and 
greyhound racing interest the 
tourist, both are readily available, 

Pulm Springs was the second 
stop. Whenever President Ronald 
Reagan and his wife Nancy come 
here, they always stay at the 200- 
acre Sunnylands estate of Walter 
and Leonore Annenberg. Other 
visiters Lo this desert community, 
two hours from downtown Los 
Angeles, also go to the Annenberg 
estate, But there is a difference in 
their visit. 

The Reagans quickly pass 
through the heavy security at the 
entrance. You and I, on the other 
hand, can try every imaginable ruse 
in the book, and we still won't see 
anything but the towering trees and 
shrubbery that shield the estate 
from every angle. 

The Annenberg estate is just’ one 
of the million-dollar homes pointed 
ul on the Gray Line tour taken by 
most visitors. 

It was easy to recognize 
Liberace's home by the mail box 
shaped like a grand piano,

Today, on a busy winter 
weekend, the population in this

There are many things to do in 
Palm Springs if one swims, golfs or 
Plays tennis. The argument that it is 
the “tennis and golf capital of the 
world" is backed by the claim that 
in the Palm Springs area there are 
some 300 tennis courts (many of 
them lit at night) and more than 40 
clubs, most of them private. 

And as for swimming, residents 
dip into some 7,000 swimming 
pools, about one for every five per- 
manent residents. How many whirl- 
pools and saunas is not known. 
Statistics also were not available on 
the number of Rolls Royce Silver 
Shadows, But every other car seems 
to be a Rolls. 

It is claimed thag TV and movie 
ilars aren't recluses, that they often 
come out of their homes to shop at 
the local supermarket (more likely 
the Palm Springs branch of Saks 
Fifth Avenue, Bullocks Wilshire, ἢ. 
Magnin), to dine at the plush 
Testaurants offering cuisine from 
around the world (not one Israeli- 
Style restaurant seen), and to stroll 
along Palm Canyon Drive where 
palm trees are the street lights. 

The cules of the game for tourist 
vis-a-vis celebrities are: don't speak 
to them unless they speak first, don’t 
touch any part of their bodies, and 
don't wave autograph books in their 
faces. 

Those rules are common 
courtesy. There are other local 
regulations for which the Populace 
owes the city fathers a debt of 
Sratitude. For example, there isn't 
One skyscraper to be seen because a 
building code limits the height of 
Structures to 60 feet. No neon signs 
are permitted to glow. And, of 
course, there are no motels which

WITH SO MANY stars around, it 
seems ironical that they aren‘t the 
biggest landlords in Palm Springs. 
That distinction belongs to the 
Aqua Caliente band of the Cuhuilln 
Indian tribe who own nearly every 
other square mile of Palm Springs’ 
chequer-bourd-palierned 78 square 
miles. The land was designated a 
reservation in [89] when Congress 
passed the Mission Indian Relief 
Act. 

A panoramic view of the entire 
Palm Springs area — a truly spec- 
tacular scene — is a good reason to 
ascend to the top of snow-covered 
Mount San Jacinto. In 15 minutes 
the aerial tramway whisked us from 
the Colorado Desert floor, up the 
sheer Chino canyon to a height of 
8,516 feet, transporting us through 
five different climatic zones. 

The third and final leg of our Sun 
Corner tour was Las Vegas, Vegus is 
Vegas. One senses it as the plane 
zeroes in on McCarran Inter- 
national Airport and the Strip 
comes into view with its huge hotels 
and casinos, each one more osten- 
tatious than the next, each one 
beckoning with glaring billboards 
and marquees. Immediately upon 
touchdown, that infectious Vegas 
gambling fever is palpable, the first 
sounds heard being the whirl of the 
slot machines. One prays for an in- 
troduction to that elusive Lady 
Luck. 

At the left as one enters the 
Desert Inn and Country Club, is the 
Tegistration desk, cashier, bell cap- 
tain, etc., and at the Tight is the 
casino with the slots just an arm's- 
length away, There is a remarkable 
similarity among the casinos — 
they're timeless (not a clock in 


sight) and they're paneless (not a - 


window to look outside to see 
whether it's day or night). 

The year 1981 was a golden one in 
Vegas as the entire state of Nevada 
Celebrated 50 years of legalized 
gambling. A cowboy legislator had 
decided In 1931 that it would bs 
smart to tax the widespread illegal 


gambling that could then be found 
nearly everywhere ἴῃ the State, 
Vegas got its big push towards 
glamour and fame 15 years later 
when on New Year's eve, 1946, 
Bugsy Siegel opened the Flamingo, 

Today the Flamingo, Tropicana, 
Caesar's Palace, Del Webb Sahara, 
Sands, Dunes, MGM Grand and 
the Stardust hotels are some of the 
landmarks along the Strip. When 
the Las Vegas Hilton Opens 400 ad- 
ditional rooms this year, it becomes 
the world's largest hotel, with more 
than 3,200 rooms, And each hotel 
has a casine or two.

Philadelphia 
story 


PHILADELPHIA spent some 550 
million for the U.S. Bicentennial 
celebration in 1977 and although 
the city had plenty to offer, it was 
disappointed with the effect it had 
on tourism. 

Then Philadelphia fixed up a 
pleasant waterfront, refurbished 
Independence Park, moved the 
Liberty Bell into a glass-and-steel 
pavilion, and opened seven 
museums. But of the 20 million 
tourists expected, only [1 million 
came and City Hall was criticized 
for the lavish investment. 

The city will try to capitalize on 
that investment during the coming 
months as il celebrates its 300th an- 
niversary. It is determined not to 
repeat the mistakes of 1977. 

According to Samuel! B. Rogers, 
the director of public relations of 
the city's Convention and Visitors" 
Bureau, the problem then was that 
too few events had been planned to 
attract tourists. 

Therefore, he continued, instead 
of just saying: ‘‘Come to 
Philadelphia because it's 300 years 
old and having a birthday party.” 
City Hall is investing $2m. in special 
events {o attract visitors. 

The events are mainly geared to 
music lovers, sailing enthusiasts and 
gourmets. They are scheduled until 
October, exactly 300 years alter 
William Penn — the cily's founder 
— arrived here on a ship from 
England. 


SOME OF THE events planned 
may not induce people to travel 
long distances here. However, 
Philadelphia is conveniently 
situated about half-way between 
New York and Washington, D.C. — 
two other “musts” for tourists — 
with a two-to-three-hours drive 
from each. 

After the flower show which ends 
the last week in March, the next 
happening is on April 25 when the 
Queen Elizabeth ΠῚ tuxury-liner ar- 
tives from Southampton, sym- 
bolically retracing William Penn's 
voyage on his ship, the Welcome. 
The ship will be open for limited 
public touring until April 28 and will 
Serve as the back-drop for a mini- 
festival of music and other enter 
tainment. 

From May {| through 28 the 
centre of activities will move to the 
city’s restaurants for what. the 
Organizers call a “feasting festival.” 
Some 3,000 chefs including 18 top 
chefs from all over the world are 
scheduled to demonstrate their ¢x- 
pertise in classes, seminars and some 
of the city's 450 restaurants. 

At the end of May, 8 restaurant 
festival called “Al Fresco" will be 
held along the Benjamin Franklin 
Parkway where more than 100 
stands will offer different foods. 


THE FINALS of the Great 
American Choral competition are 
also scheduled for the end of May, 
inging some 4,000 singers of 
quartets, gospel groups and choirs 
here.
